WATER  SUPPLIES 

1 am  indebted  to  Mr. E .A. Morgan,  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  for  the  following  notes. 


1 . The  Public  water  supplies  of  the  area  have  on 
the  whole  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality,  but 
private  water  supplies  have  varied  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
supply.  Where  the  private  supply  is  from  a bore  or  deep  well  it 
has  been  equally  as  satisfactory  as  the  public  supply,  but  private 
supplies  from  shallow  wells  and  ponds,  whilst  satisfactory  in 
quantity  ore  found  to  be  definitely  below  standard  in  quality. 

2.  1 Bacteriological  »nd  1 Chemical  sample  was 
taken  from  a piped  supply  connected  to  a now  bore-well.  The 
Chemical  sample  was  satisfactory;  the  Bacteriological  sample  was 
reported  to  show  no  evidence  of  Harmful  pollution,  but  ’’not  very 
satisfactory  for  a borewell  supply”.  Measures  are  being  taken  to 
rectify  this  state  of  affairs. 

3.  None  of  the  water  supplies  of  the  area  has  a 
plumbo- solvent  action.

4.  In  those  cases  where  supplies  have  "been  found 
to  he  contaminated,  the  owner  of  the  property  concerned  has  heen 
written  or  interviewed  and  advised  as  to  the  best  method  of 
dealing  with  the  affected  supply.  This  has  in  every  case  heen 
carried  out  with  satisfactory  results.
